FOB A SENSE OF PROPORTION 


For any one oppressed by the 
confusion 
and 


strain of the modern world in which we live, or har- 
rassed by a feeling of responsibility for righting the 
wrongs of an unjust and corrupt social order, we 
recommend a consideration of the recent discover- 
ies of Prof. William Mven and Dr. J. H. Cornyn in 
Mexico. Mr, William L. Stidger gives a graphic ac- 
count of them in a current number of the Dearborn 
Independent. After a breathless swoop back into 
the spaces, of prehistoric days we returned to the close- 
up of contemporary existence with the same feeling 
of actual physical and mental restoration as that 
which follows a strong fresh rush of outdoor 
air 


through a badly ventilated and over crowded room. 
He tells of a Mongoloid civilation, which, earlier than 
the Aztecs or even the Toltees who preceded them. 
left a library of stone buried from ten to twenty-five 
feet beneath the earth near Mexico City. 
" '.How old would you say the library is?' " Prof. 


Niven was asked, as the pieces tumbled out from per- 
fect shelves, where they had evidently been placed 
many thousands of years ago. 


"At least seven thousand years old, and possibly 


.ten thousand. 
We know that the volcanic deluge 


came about five thousand years ago. for we can meas- 
ure that by the various strata that are above the vol- 
canic debris. This entire valley was a great volcanic- 
cone with fifty active volcanic mountains, and 
at 


'least three of these giants constantly threw out 
streams of lava and ash and fire which inundated 
this valley like a great flood. It was at that inunda- 
tion that this prehistoric library was covered and the 
attendants buried. 


"The books are tablets, just as the books of the 


libraries of an ancient peoples have always been. 
These tablets are of all sizes. They have their writ- 
ings on five sides of a stone. Some of the books are 
crude and some of them show a high degree of stone- 
book-making skill.
